heard nothing of it. Under such circum- 
stances, it was not at all an unlikely fact that 
the violence used was not violence calculated 
to produce death, and if it had been applied 
to a man full of health and strength he would 
hardly have felt the effects of it only for the 
time being. There was no evidence of the 
accused having used such violence as he m'ght

systematic cruelty or ingenuity put into force, 
or anything which shewed any kind of malice; 
in point of fact, it was killing by accident 
—accident, which though unjustifiable, most 
positively modified the crime to one of man- 
slaughter. No oue felt yreater horror in the 
present case at what had occurred than the 
accused, and he believed that the me:lical 
evidence coupled with what they had heard 
about the man would lead them to think that, 
if the blows were the cause of death the 
were only so through some of those ivexph- 
cable nystéries of the human frame, which 
make men liable to be killed at one moment 
by a sort of violence which a week before 
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would have had little or no effect u them, 
and which would kill one man while another 
would remain unharmed. He had already 
quoted the New York definition of the 
terms murder and manslaughter, but he had 
understood the Counsel for the L rpeoer 
to say that this case must be ju on the 
principle of the Common Law. He quoted 
the definitions, particularly alluding to refe- 
rence to involun ter, sub- 
oe that there was no felonious or 
premeditated intent on the part of the accused, 
although the act, of course, still remained un- 
lawful. He said he must again impress upon the 
Court the maxim of the law, that death must 
be traced to the blow, and in the present case 
he thought the prosecution had entirely failed 
to do so. He referred to Wharton, sec. 941; 
which he considered supported his objection— 
it positively affirming that a special definition 
as to the immediate cause of death was neces- 
sary. He thought that they would all feel 
a most fearful responsibility was placed upon 
them ; for it was to consider mainly whether 
the accused, whose previous character was 
described ina most favourable manner, was te be 
convicted asa murderer, or whether they ought 
to give him, not what he could call the benefit 
of a doubt, (for he looked upon it as being de- - 
monstrated in the clearest manner that the 
death was not brought about by any premedi- 
tated design on the part of the accused,) but 
that they should consider most earnestly the 
proposition he had already - pressed upon 
them—that the medical evidence entirely 
failed to couple the man’s death to the facts of 
the assault as given in evidence. And he also 
asked on the other hand, having medical 
testimony that death might have been the 
result of disease, that they should consider the 
fact that the appearances as presented by the 
man’s brain were not at all consistent with the 
facta known, and that there being a doubt 
about the case and this particular failure of 
proof, they should give the accused the benefit 
of such doubt.

Dear Si1e,—I beg to submit herewith the fol- 
lowing proposal for dredging thes Woosung Bar, 
also an estimate of the cost. 

Having personally assisted in the survey of Nov. 
lst 1873, Tam enabled to base my opinion and 
calculations upon actual observations. 

I regard the scheme of dredging the Bar to be 
perfectly practicable, and with the machine I 
propose to use, I will agree to cut a channel five 
thousand one hundred and sixty eight feet long, 
three hundred feet wide, and eighteen feet deep at 
extreme low water, in eighteen calendar months. 
Seventy feet in width of this cannel, I will under- 
take to have completed in four and one half months, 
so as to allow vessels of eighteen feet draft, to cross 
the Bar at any stage of tide. There are two dis- 
advantages which a Mg gmx will have 
to contend with in doing this work. First, at 
spring flood tide, from twoto three hours time will be 
lost on account of the strength of the current. 
Second, danger from passing vessels. It is due to 
these disadvantages that so much time is required. 
In dredging the Bar, I should commence at the 
upper end of the proposed channel on the middle 
ground side, and make a straight eut to the lower 
end, or over the Bar, then return and make another 
cut alongside the first. By so doing I should avoid 
obstructing the navigation of the present channel. 
The two cuts would open a channel the entire 
length seventy feet wide, and eighteen feet deep as 
before stated. The mud as fast as removed, would 
be dumped into scows, and towed out below the 
mouth of the Wong-poo, and dropped where there 
would be no danger of its being brought back by 
flood tide. 

The total amount of mud to be removed in the

Expressed by various Commanders and Pilots 


who have had experience in the navigation of the 
Shanghai waters relative to the present state of the 


The| Vv bangpoo river, from its junction with the 


Yangtze to the French Settlement, and with special 
reference to the Woosung Bar, compiled from 
the replies received to the memoranda of enquiries 
instituted. 


Captains Andrews, Gray, Hawes, Morse, Pat- 
terson, Pratt and Simmons of the 8. 8. N. Co.’s 


—_ Pilots Moony, Kofod, Wilson, Van Corbach, 
in and Hendrick are universally of opinion:— 

Ist.—That a bank has formed to the North- 
ward from the Lismore wreck and Pheasant Point, 
which has considerably narrowed the channel at 
the entrance to the river, to the detriment of safe 
navigation, and causing an obstruction to the free 
flow of water into and out of the river, thus in- 
creasing the tendency at all points in its course to 
silt up. i 

2nd.—That the channel on the Woosung Bar is 
much narrower and that it has decreased in depth 
during the last ten years, and that during the last 
few months the silting up has been progressing 
with great rapidity, there being alou 2 feet less 
this season than ever known before. ; 

3rd.—That the * Middle Ground” is rapidly ex- 
tending over towards the South Bank, making the 
channel much narrower than in former years, also 
much impeding navigation. 

4th.—That between the upper Middle Ground, 
Halfway Point, and the Joss house, the channel is 
also much narrower. 

5th.—From the former position of the Harbour 
Master's Hulk to Lindsay's godowns, the depth of 
of water is greater on that side of the river, but 
from its present position above Lindsay's godowns 
the bank on the Hongkew side along tle line of 
wharves is extending out into the channel, making 
it much narrower. 

6th.—The whole of the Pootung side, from Lind- 
says tothe P,& O. godowns has extended out 
into the river more especially from the point to- 
wards the P. & O. Company's godowns. 

The following special points are noted in the Re- 
ports referred to— 

Captains Edmond, McQueen and Tapp, and Pilots 
Coates and Smith refer specially to the danger oc- 
easioned by the narrowing of the channel at the 
Lismore wreck, the bank on tlie south side making 
out and filling up the channel much more rapidly 
than it cuts a way for itself on the north side, so 
that it is gradually filling up altogether. 

They also sea that not only has the channel at 
the middle and upper ground narrowed so consider- 
ably during the last few years that it has made the 
navigation much more difficult, but also that it has 
shoaled from 4to 6 feet. 

‘ Captain MeQueen considers that the shoaling of

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Having collected the opinions of the various Chambers of Commerce in 
China and Japan, as well as those of experienced Piece Goods Brokers of this 
settlement, as to the causes of the increase of mildew in Piece Goods imported 
to this country—the Committee addressed the Manchester Chamber of Com- 
merce on the subject, pointing out the injury which was being done to the trade 
by the growing practice of over-sizing, which in the opinions of experts was 
held to be the primary cause of the evil. 

The Manchester Chamber in reply enclosed a Report of a Committee 
appointed for the purpose of investigating the cause of the damage, which— 
while recommending greater care in the selection of the material used in 
finishing the cloth, and the avoidance of oversizing—-is otherwise at direct issue 
with the opinions expressed by this Chamber, that ‘‘ mildew is not the result of 
of damage by salt water, fresh water or external dampness” The successful 
competition of sound native cloth with dishonest Manchester fabrics, the effect 
of which may be perhaps already seen in a declining trade, will probably be found 
the only effective remedial agent in the removal of the abuses complained of. 
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Mr. Lavers then drew attention to thequestion of the adulteration of piece goods. There was no doubt 
nildewed and weighted goods affected the trade very materially, and with the permission of the meeting he 
weald read a letter which, on behalf of his firm, he had addressed to the Chamber onthe subject. It was as 
fullows -— |

Srr,— Referring to the representations of the Chamber to the Manchester Chamber of Commerce, on the 
subject of mildewed and oversized Goods, and the injury such Cloths are doing to the China trade—which is becomin 
more and more apparent every month, judging from the reports and complaints reaching us from the North o 
China by almost every steamer—we think the following information, derived from a reliable source, may be of interest 
to many members of the Chamber.

We would that in order to check the importation of such Cloths, merchants might endeavour to 
establish a system of selling Plain Cotton Goods from washed musters.

Mr. Retp would like to add a few words in confirmation of what Mr. Lavers had so well expressed about 
mildew in Cotton goods. His own experience during the past year had been that instead of the evil diminishing, 
as was hoped from the remarks made at last meeting, and from the urgent representations made to the 
Manchester Chamber of Commerce, it had greatly increased. Of the plain cottons which had come cut to his 
firm, including Shirtings, T-Cloths, Drills, Sheetings, and Jeans, all had been found more or less mildewed. 
The matter had become so serious that he thought every merchant must find that the trade did not pay, 
not.only for the loss of money, but for the loss of time and the annoyance which the merchant was exposed to from 
such a state of things. rg ony sah wi what he said last year, that the ouly means to remedy the evil that he 
could see, would be to let the manufacturers ship their goods to the foreign market themselves. a@pgpemec-ond

were indebted to Mr. Lavers and Mr, Reid for their remarks, for the evil 


was one of great im : gon feared of general practice. But it must be pointed out that however much 
that practice might be fraud so far as the consumer was concerned, yet the Manchester manufacturer in reply 


to any representations would justly say, that agents bought from him on muster and asked for cheap cloth ; the 
agents in London did the same, and the merchants out here asked the Chiuese to buy from muster, so that in 
fact they all who received these yoods more or less loaded, and suld them, became participes criminis. But attention 
was well drawn to the subject, and if a check could not be put on it in any other pis the remedy would certainly 
follow in a declining trade, which would teach that honesty is the best os , and t 
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MILDEWED SHIRTINGS. 


From the Shanghai General Chamber of Commerce to the Manchester Chamber of Commerce. 


Suawowat, 17th December, 1872. 

Sir, 

7 The attention of this Chamber has fur some time past been specially directed to the wide- 
spread deterioration by mildew of Cotton Piece Goods imported to this country from Manchester, In 
view of the heavy losses which have been recently incurred from this cause by those concerned in the 
trade, I offer no apology in bringing to the notice of the Committee of your body, a subject which 
possesses in addition to a general interest, a direct importance to the manufacturer, no less than to 
the Merchant. : 

The existence of an abnormal growth of a substance resembling mould, disfiguring to the appear- 
ance, aiid often seriously injuring the texture of Cotton Cloths, principally Grey Shirtings and 
T-Cloths brought to this country, the outer packages of which show no signs whatever of contact with 
salt or fresh water, or undue dampness of any kind, has been no recent discovery. 

The evil, however, was seldom heard of until after the outbreak of the American Civil War, 
when it became very prevalent, concurrently with a more free use of Kast Indian staple in Lancashire, 
and an increasing and unfavourable disproportion between the cost of the raw material, and the price 
to be obtained for the Cloth. | 

Losses in 1864-65 from this canse were very Si The Cloth was not only often found to be 
discoloured with black and yellow spots, bat in many cases its texture had become rotten, the injary 
being principally apparent at the folded edges of the pieces, though it was by no means confined to 
the external folds. Reclamations, for the most part unsuccessful, were at that time made upon the 
manufacturer through the buying or packing agents, and owing either to the general attention which 
was directed to the question, or more probably to the altered conditions of the trade itself, damage by 
mildew, though not altogether unknown, became subsequently less notorious until within the last two 
years, when it has presented itself in a still more aggravated form. Towards the end of 1871, parcel 
_ after parcel of Grey Shirtings, principally if not wholly consisting of second and lower qualities were 
rejected by the Chinese buyers, as “‘ spotted,” and during the year now elapsing the evil has become 
so general, that in September last, it was estimated that 75 per cent of the entire stock of Grey 
Shirtings and T-Cloths in this place, were unmerchantable as sound goods, The trade in fact was 
completely disorganized. 

Sales by auction without reserve, or by private contract with all faults at heavy reductions from 
the market price, were of daily occurrence, and were rendered lecessary by the rapid deterioration which 
much of the Cloth was obviously undergoing. The injury has been found to prevail most extensively 
in the fair to ordinary qualities of 7 and 8} lbs. Grey Shirtings and 6 and 7 lbs. T-Cloths, though in 
the better makes it frequently occurs in a lesser degree. In the heavier qualities of both Shirtings 
and T-Cloths, mildew is seldom if ever observed. | 

The Committee of this Chamber are unable to conceal their conviction that the cause of the 
deterioration is to be found in a defect inherent in the Cloth itself, originated in the course of manu- 
factare, and though positive proof cannot at present be adduced, negative evidence of a very suggestive 
character is forthcoming which tends to show that this defect arises from the use of “size” in undue 
quantity, and of a nature deleterious to the fabric. This size, there is reason to believe, is employe: 
to work up inferior Cotton, and to increase the weight of the Cloth. In this connection the circum- 
stance is significant, thongh the Committee would regret to lay undue stress upon it, that, as was the 
case in 1864-65, the evil has become proniinent at a time, when the valne of the manufactured article 
is wnduly low compared with the cost of Cotton, | 
| The reclamations of Exporters have hitherto been principally met by the testimony of Chemists, 

whose certificates have been brought forward to show that nothing deleterious to Cotton textile fabrics 
has been discovered, either in the specimens of size produced by the manufactarer, or in the pieces of 
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Cotton Ciqth returned by the Exporter. It is almost needless to say that the certificates of Chemists, 
which merely state that the tests applied show in the size they have examined, no cause for the damage 
sustained, are not satisfactory. There may be and probably are, destructive qualities in the size which 
elude chemical analysis. And though varions suggestions as to the cause of the evil have from time 
to time been made by Manchester Agents, these suggestions have not stood the test of critical 
examination. | 
They have been somewhat to the following effect :— 
The action of undue heat in vessels’ holds and especially in those of [ron Steamers vid Suez. 
Exposure to undue heat or dampness during storage abroad. 
Contact with sea or fresh water. 
Inferior packing. 


The Committee, in expressing their confident opinion that the origin of the damage is not to be 
traced to any one of the foregoing causes, are not unaware that mildew may be, and probably is, 
sometimes stimulated by special atmospheric and other conditions, which are favourable to its develop- 
ment; but in order to find an efficient remedy for its injurious consequences, the evil must be traced 
to its source, and the Committee are prepared to furnish evidence in support of the following 
propositions. _ : 

Mildew is not the result of damage by salt or fresh water or external dampness of any kind. It 
occurs on goods the canvass wrappings of which are perfectly clean and unstained, the interior 
tarpaulin not having lost its sheen, while the brown paper coverings have not been affected by damp- 
ness, and retain their original gloss. These conditions are incompatible with the supposition that 
moisture has penetrated from the outside. | 

It does not originate in the manner of packing, for Goods have been found damaged in the most 
extensive degree, in the best as well as in the most inferior packages. 

It is not due to want of ventilation in the holds of vessels, steam or sailing, the damage having 
been found to.occur in goods which arrive in the best as well as in the worst ventilated holds, after 
short and long passages round the Cape, and vié Suez Canal. 


It is not due to length or character of storage in China, for Mildew exists in goods imported in 
steamers vid Suez, and which have been examined immediately after arrival. 

The following facts have also an important bearing upon the solution of the question. 

The bales badly affected by Mildew are generally found to be heated internally, sometimes to 
such an extent that even in summer, a thermometer placed in the centre of a newly opened package 
has been found to indicate a rise in temperature of over 10 degrees of Fahrenheit. In one instance 
brought to the notice of the Committee, viz. on the 15th June last, the rise indicated in two minutes 
was from 71° to 884°. The inference to be drawn is that fermentation was going on. 

The interior of bales has been often found so damp, that palpable moisture has exuded from the 
cloth, the exterior wrappings being all the time dry and uninjured. 

After fermentation has ceased, decomposition to a greater or less extent would appear to occur. 
The cloth, in cases where the injury has been small, becomes spotted, sometimes with black, at. other 
times with yellow discolouration, but in the worst cases it is made tender and rotten, a white powder 
being frequently removable from the threads. 

I submit that if these facts be authenticated they exclude the supposition of the damage being 
occasioned between the periods when the goods have been packed, and when they reach the consumer 
The enquiry into the cause of the evil should therefore be limited to the circumstances of manufacture, 
and preparation for packing. | 

In urging upon your Chamber the advisability of instituting such an enquiry, it is not the inten- 
tion of this Committee to enter into either the legal or the moral bearing of the question as between 

_ the manufacturer, the packer, and the merchant, thongh it.cannot be denied that the responsibility for 
the losses, which oceur through the deterioration of the goods after inspection by a skilled Agent, and 
in the transportation of which every reasonable precaution has been taken, is not one which should 
properly fall either upon the Merchant or the consumer. A few general observations, however upon 
the results of the recent extensive importations of unsound goods, will not be out of place. 

_ The first effect is, that large quantities of cloth are forced off at reduced and irregular prices, by 
which means the tone of the market is lowered, and the value even of sound goods is depreciated. 

Bales are no longer as was once the case, accepted unopened on the faith of the sample, but the 
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wrappers have to be cut into im order that the condition of every package may be ascertained. The 
inconvenience, delay and loss arising from this practice must be too obvious to need to be pointed out. 
The trouble and waste of time entailed by the necessity of minute inspection, the frequent resales of 
rejected parcels, and the uncertainty as to the completion of any sale until full examination of the 
contents of package has been made,—all represent a positive burden on the trade. The destruction 
of the packages moreover is a loss to the native merchant, who can never again pack his goods so 
securely for inland transport. And more important perhaps than all is the fact, that the confidence 
of native dealers and merchants in Foreign Goods is shaken; for they are no longer secure of carrying 
their purchases to the end of a long journey in a merchantable condition. Such general want of faith 
in the soundness of Foreign Cotton Goods must tend to render them unpopular among the Chinese, 
and considering that Foreign Imports, though cheaper, have great difficulty even under favorable 
circumstances, in competing with the more durable native manufactures, the trade is not in a position 
to bear any additional burden. 

Although, therefore, the first losses from mildew fall upon the Importing Mesahe while the 
manufacturer appears to escape altogether, yet such an unequal and unfair distribution of the respon- 
sibility cannot continue, if for no better reason than that the magnitade of the losses will soon pnt it 
beyond the power of Merchants to bear them, were they ever so willing. But it requires no argument 
to show that the state of things now complained of must materially diminish the trade in Cotton 
Goods, or what amounts to the same thing, check its natural increase, a result which must be of equal 
importance to the interests which your Chamber represents, as to those-of the China Merchants. 

The Committee do not hesitate to claim your prompt and active co-operation in a strict and 
satisfactory investigation into the causes of mildew, as well as into the most efficacions means of pro- 
viding a remedy for a crying evil, affecting not only the interests of the most important branch of 
British industry, but also the honor and reputation of British Commerce.

REPORT OF THE MANCHESTER COMMITTEE UPON MILDEW. 


To the Directors of the Manchester Chamber of Commerce. 


GENTLEMEN, 
The Committee appointed to consider the causes of mildew in Cotton Goods shipped to 


our Eastern Markets, in presenting their Report to the Board of Directors, deem it to be desi 

for the sake of clearness and brevity, to state only the conclusions at which they have arrived, and to 

abstain from relating the various arguments and reasons which have guided them in their decision? © 
The Committee have found it impossible to pass every one of their resolutions with entire unapi- 

mity, but even in those cases in which a difference of opinion has prevailed, a very large male 

have voted in their favour. 


The following are the resolutions adopted, in the order in which they stand :— 


First—‘ That the use of deliqnescents in the composition of size, or the use of.those ingredients 

| which by combination and re-action become deliquescent, tends to produce mildew, and is 
to be condemned.” ) 

Second—* That the artificial introduction of moisture into the yarn or cloth, for the purpose of 
increasing weight, during the processes and stages of manufacture, or after manufacture, 
or the deliberate moistening of the cloth by means of damp storage, tends to create mil- 
dew and must be condemned.” 

Third—* That the excessive sizing of cloth for the object of producing weight and cheapness, is 
dangerous, and considerably increases the risk of the generation of mildew.” 

Fourth—“ That the careless exposure of the goods to dampness during the loading or unloading 

of the cloth at the manufactory and the merchant’s warehouse, or during the transit of 
the goods between the factory, the warehouse, and the ship, or during the voyage of the 
vessel, is dangerous, and ought to be prevented.” 

Fifth—“ That greater attention onght to be given to the ventilation of ships and steamers, — 
especially iron-built vessels, and more care exercised in the storage of goods on board; 
and ample space maintained between the bales of goods and the boilers of steamers.” 

Sixth—‘ That dock companies end loaders of vessels should abandon the use uf improper hooks 
in handling the bales, as cases of mildew have arisen from water penetrating the holes 
caused by the use of such hooks.” 


The Committee during their deliberations have availed themselves of the services of an able 
analytical chemist, but they do not think it requisite to introduce into their report technical details 
regarding the preparation of size, as they think that every prudent manufacturer will seek to avoid all 
risk of danger and loss by the acquisition of the needful scientific knowledge which lies within his 
easy reach. 

The Committee have purposely kept aloof from sharing in the controversy between the manufac- 
turer, the merchant, and the dealer, as to the causes which have led to the large trade existing in 
cheap and inferior cloths, as they have no doubt whatever that each party is well-informed regarding 
the intrinsic value | of the article which is bought and sold, and it is an indisputable fact that certain 
makes of goods of the higher priced quality are singularly free from mildew. —_ 

The Committee have no desire to under-estimate the degree of blame which justly rests on certain 
manufacturers and shippers in our own country, but they are bound to state that complaints of mildew 
have come from Eastern ports, which on close investigation have been proved to be groundless. 

The Committee earnestly warn manufacturers against the various nostrams recommended for the 
purpose of sizing, many of which, under the guise of scientific phrases, impose upon the credulity and 
the ignorance of those who buy them, and produce the very evils for which they profess to be the 
remedy. ) : 

In the communication addressed to our Chamber by the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce, the 
statement is made that “ mildew is not the result of damage by salt water, or fresh water, or external 
dampness of any kind.” The Committee cannot coincide in such a statement, as they are prepared 
with numerous proofs of the very opposite character. 

Spot damage, now frequently called mildew, is not an evil of recent creation. It existed to a 
certain extent in the years prior to the outbreak of the United States Civil War. It has, however, 
undoubtedly increased in magnitude and become more serious in character of late years, and the chief 
causes have been intense competition and the demand for low-priced goods.
